The State Dtmooratio Conveu. 
tion, which assembled in Louis- 
ville on Wednesday of last woek, 
performed its duties with much 
lees friction mid heHt tbau whs 
anticipated, and adjourned after a 
two days session iu great good hu- 
mor and brotherly fellowship. 

The opposition to the adminis- 
tration failed signally to develop 
the strength with which they had 
been credited, the Beckham foroes 
winning all coutested points in a 
canter, securing complete control 
of the party machinery, naming 
the delegates to the National Con- 
vention and formulating the plat- 
form. 

The opposition seemed to take 
their defeat good humoredly . and 
it is to be hoped that the last ves- 
tige of discontent will now disap- 
pear from the ranks of the party. 

The speech of Congressman 
Jsmes nominating (iov. Beckham 
for the temporary chairmanship 
was a model of its kind and did 
inuoh toward smoothing the ruf- 
fled plnmage of the opposition, 
and creating a better understand- 
ing. Ollie is a shrewd politician 
and knows just wheu and where 
to 'pour oil upon the troubled 
waters." 

Judge Lewis McC^.uown was 
made Chairman of the State Cen- 
tral and Executive Committees, 
and < iov. Beckham, Ollie James, 
ami Senators Blackburn and Mo- 
Creary wore selected us delegates 
from the State at large to the Na- 
tional Convention. 

The unit rule was adopted but 
no instructions were given Just 
before the Convention adjourned 
resolutions were introduced en- 
dorsing Judge Alton B. Barker for 
the Presidency, and although 
Judge Barker seemed to be a favo- 
rite, the delegates were worn out 
and refused to consider the reso- 
lutions. 

There was a small light among 
the committee uu resolutions, but 
the platform as adoptcJ is sub- 
btantially as follows:

tion.

bel," is denounced as a violation 
of the constitution of the I'nited 
States.
